I aw mable to be of assistance to you in connection with your aoe 
second question; that referring to the "pollution line” as that phrase o8. 
appears in chapter 214, I have discussed the matter with the Water tea 
Pollution Conmission and aa advised that no such "Line" has been estab= ae 
lished by that body, Under these circuustances reference mst be had to zs 
local understanding in the area concerned.
